Efectivamente asi como el lo havia prometido 
salimos juntos a lo que el nombro "dar un boltion" y 
me conducio a un barrio en donde se encontraba una 
manzana de casas en donde se hospedaban un buen 
numero de familias. En una de las casas de un cuarto 
vivían siete - padre, madre y cinco hijos, el mayor de 
nueve años. Con bastante pena les digo esto. La 
variedad es la especie de la vida ya que se encuentra 
en Nayarit la Crema de la Sociedad y también la gen¬ 
te muy pobre. 

En resumen el viaje fue un éxito, me brindo 
la oportunidad de conocer este maravilloso estado de 
Nayarit, ademas amplio mas mi vocabulario con pal¬ 
abras como Colmillon - que significa una persona 
sgaaz o astuta. Chambear - trabajar y Lana - que 
para me es la producion del aminal borrego - aqui - 
significa dinero. En verdad que me vi presimado a 
aprender todos estos idioismos inclusive sus infleciones 
de voz y me dedicare asta que los aprenda. 

Con la esperanza de que los Nararitos elimi¬ 
nen un sin fin de bribones que me encontré en Depen¬ 
dencias Gubernamentales que aunque están aparamente 
al servicio y disposición del publico, estos tipos al 
asumir al puesto se convierten en unos zangaños que 
están exprimiendo la sangre o quien les esta pagando 
sus honorarios.

A LETTER TO GOVERNOR EDMUND G. BROWN 


Unless the legislature provides needed funds 
for higher education, California cannot maintain its 
standards of academic excellence and meet the rising 
educational expectations of our young people. Gov¬ 
ernor Edmund G. Brown has told a June graduate of 
San Francisco State College. 

He also said he is confident the majority of 
the state's legislators intend to keep faith with the 
young people of the state of California. 

The graduate is Michael Farmer. Now in New 
York City waiting to begin medical school in the fall. 
Farmer wrote the governor several days after his grad¬ 
uation to thank the people of California for the edu¬ 
cation they provided him. 

Following is the text of his letter: 

“ For the last six years I have been a resident 
in the beautiful state of California. Today I must 
leave. Part of me will always remain and I hope one 
day I will be able to return to claim that part. Last 
Friday I graduated from San Francisco State College 
with a B. A. degree in Biology. In September I will 
start medical school in Washington, D. C. The op¬ 
portunities in the California State College system have 
given me a chance for an education and a future that 

I otherwise would not have been able to achieve. I 
am proud to say to all who ask that I am a graduate 
from S. F. State. 

I want to thank both you and the people of 
California for giving me the opportunity as well as 
the encouragement to get a higher education. 

This past weekend over seven thousand stu¬ 
dents have graduated from Bay Area colleges alone. 
Education is the key to a better world, a world of un¬ 
derstanding and brotherly love. California is doing 
her part to bring this world into being. 

Once again I want to say thank you." 

Michael F. Farmer 

Following is the Governor's reply: 

"Thank you very much for your letter of June 

II and for the thoughtfulness which prompted you to 
express your appreciation for the education which 
California has afforded you. 

At the time I received your letter the legisla¬ 
ture was still in session and at work upon the budget. 
At that time, it appeared that the 1963-64 budget 
would provide sufficient funds to meet the continuing 


growth of our system of free public higher education 
on the level of quality which has made it unique in 
this country. 

I regret to tell you that, as of Friday before 
last, | can no longer make that assurance. On that 
day, a small group of legislators chose to serve the 
interests of a handful of large corporations rather than 
the interests of the people of California by refusing to 
pass my administration's revenue proposals, none of 
which would have entailed new or increased taxes. 

As a result of this action, the budget was re¬ 
duced by some $97 million. |t no longer contains 
funds for such important fields of higher education as 
640 new state scholarships, research programs in both 
the University and state colleges of the kind which 
have played such a vital role in the development of 
our economy and the elevation of our public higher 
education system to first rank in the nation; deserved 
increases in salaries for professors at a time when Cal¬ 
ifornia Is in a terrific national competition to recruit 
competent teachers; capital outlay expenditures for 
expansion of the University of California and the state 
colleges; and other items of great importance to high¬ 
er education in this state. 

Your description of what your stay at San 
Francisco State College means to you and to your life 
states more clearly than I ever could the urgent nec¬ 
essity of correcting the politically inspired damage 
done to education by the minority bloc In the legisla¬ 
ture. I am confident that the majority of California 
agrees with you that "education is the key to a bet¬ 
ter world, a world of understanding and brotherly 
love" and that they disagree with those who would 
diminish the preeminence California has gained in 
education. 

That is why I have called a special session of 
the legislature. I believe that the majority of Calif¬ 
ornia's legislators intends tokeep faith with the young 
people of this state. Unless the legislature provides 
these needed funds, California cannot maintain its 
standards of academic excellence and meet the rising 
educational expectations of young people. 

My very best wishes to you for a successful 
career in medical school."

Diabetes Detection Clinic 

San Jose's Diabetes Detection Clinic has lead 
to the discovery of 88 new diabetics in its first year 
of operation, according to D. M. Bissell, city health 
officer. This is especially significant to those who 
were discovered to have diabetes since early detection 
Is an important factor in controlling diabetes. How¬ 
ever, there is still a large number of undetected dia¬ 
betics in San Jose — public health officials estimate 
the number of undetected diabetics at about 5,000. 
Dr. Bissell explained that those who are overweight, 
who are relatives of diabetics, who are mothers of 
children weighing over 9 pounds at birth and who are 
over 35 are known to be at greater than average risk 
of developing diabetes. 

Free screening tests to detect diabetes and 
glaucoma are available to any person over 35 on Tues¬ 
day and Friday afternoons at the San Jose Health De¬ 
partment. Appointments are necessary and may be 
made by calling 292-3141, extension 562. 

More than 2, 500 have received the screening 
test for diabetes and about 250 of those were referred 
to their own doctors who then positively Identified the 
88 diabetics. The screening program is enthusiasti¬ 
cally endorsed by the Santo Clara Co. Medical Society.

COLORED PEOPLE SHOULD SUE GOVERNMENT 
ON CIVIL RIGHTS ISSUE 


The colored people seem to have tried every¬ 
thing else in their campaign to get equal rights in this 
country. How about filing a lawsuit against the U.S. 
government, demanding their rights as citizens and 
once and for all establishing whether or not our con¬ 
stitution means what it says. 

We would love to see a case like this come up 
in court. We think it would go somewhat like this; 

OPENING STATEMENT BY COLORED ATTORNEY: 

" Ladles and gentlemen of the jury, first of all 
I would like to thank you for not disqualifying your¬ 
selves in this case. Many did, not wanting to face the 
pressure that will surely be brought to bear on many of 
you by factions which do not hold sacred the meaning 
of our United States constitution. The prosecution will 
attempt to show that the American negro is held in 
lower esteem in this country than an African negro. 
We will show that equal rights, guaranteed to ALL 
American citizens, regardless of race, color, or creed 
are denied members of the negro race simply because 
of the dark shade of their skin. We will show that the 
negro is denied job opportunities not because he does 
not qualify but because he is a negro. We will show 
that the negro is denied equal education not because 
he does not seek it but because it is denied him by 
those who though they are intelligent enough to real¬ 
ize that an educated man is an enlightened man and 
an enlightened man is a more useful member of the 
society in which he dwells, desire still to keep the 
negro as illiterate as possible and thus not only make 
him feel inferior to the white man but in reality BE 
inferior to him. 

We will show that the United States Govern¬ 
ment, though it professes to be a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people, is in 
reality a government dedicated to middle-of-the-road 
policies which bring about a do-nothing stalemate in 
the civil rights controversy. We wi11 show that the 
colored man or woman is tolerated only when he or 
she contributes something to the enjoyment of life of 
the white man, for example, the southern whites who 
jam theaters in the Southern United States to hear and 
enjoy negro entertainers but wouldn 1 1 think about 
having that same entertainer in his home for coffee. 

We will show that as outstanding as some of 
our negro baseball players are, often outplaying the 
white man, NOT ON 1 OUTSTANDING NnGRO 


PLAYER EVER WAS GIVEN A SUBSTANTIAL BONUS 
to play baseball. We will show that political parties 
often appoint negro officials to jobs for the sake of 
capturing the vote of the negro in that particular sec¬ 
tion of the country and that even though some of the 
counties in some states in the south are predominantly 
negro they are not ruled by negroes as a democratic 
city, county, or state government surely would be if 
the people were allowed to choose their officials. 

We will show that the southern universities of 
Mississippi and Alabama, even though they receive 
money from the federal government, do not willingly 
allow negroes to enroll there. 

In conclusion, let me state that the negro in 
the United States is looked down at by the white man 
even though he has two eyes, two ears, one nose, and 
a set of teeth just like the white man, walks on two 
feet just like his white brother, eats and sleeps just 
as the white man, pays the same income taxes, wor¬ 
ships the same God, hates Communism, fights in all of 
the wars into which he Is committed, pledges allegi¬ 
ance to the same flag, and votes for the same presi¬ 
dent. The negro is accepted as an equal only when 
the white man needs the negro to attain a goal which 
he cannot attain alone and cannot find a white man to 
attain it for him. “

Color the U.S. Government pleased.
